\V^ will not say tbat tha fnrmor 
wLo 


leaves hja poullry to roost ID tho apple tree 
at Ui« corner of the barn, nnd to pick up 
tbe.r living at the pig5* trough ami in tbo 
barnyard, may not occasionally get an egg 
in Winter. But on n matter of Tact thero is 
on most farms a great dearth of eggs from 
November to March. Witli fl worm shelter, 
and suitable fecJ, pullets lhat begia to Iny 
in the Fall will continue (o lay through tho 
WiuUr. His mainly a question of feed. 
The staple feed is Indian com, especially 
in the West, because it is the most plenlift.1 
and the mostcoavetiient. It furnishes plen- 
ty of fat, and kMps up the heat of tho 
fowls, but is pooif ia albameo and the phos- 
phatw. They want a variety of grains ami 
TcgeUbles, aniJ, to do their best, ono feed 
daily of vfarm cooked mesl and vegetables. 
Host farmers have milk, and if this can be 
added, it tfill ba all tney need. Batchers' 
scrap cake Is good, and may safely bo kept 
in th« poultry yard where the fowls can 
help themselves at pleasure. 
Boilod po la- 


toea or turnips, mashed and mixed with 
Indian meal, make an excellent feed for laj- 
ittg he&a. Fowls arc particularly fond of 
eabbftgc and turnips at all atngca oE their 
growth, and eat them raw greedily every 
day, if they can g«t them. 
We have found 


so good results from feeding cabbages to 
laying hens, that T.C always lay in a large 
•apply for the Vfinler. 
llefusc from tbo 


butch*rn, and offal from the fish-market, 
al*o furnUb good material for making eggs. 
These are accessible to most villagers, and 
can to had at small cost. A hen ia only a 
machine for producing eggs. If you want 
the finished prod act you must pnl tho raw 
material into tho hopper. It should nol bo 
forgotten that there is a liberal grinding go- 
ing on in the girzard, and tbo laying bird 
shonlc! have free access to gravel with sharp 
grit, broken oyatcr and clam shells, which 
assist* m reducing the grains and 
forming 


egg-shells. With ft plentiful supply of egg- 
prodncing food, hem will lay well in Winter 
when *ggsbrirtg the highest price.—[Agri- 
cnttntist.
